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"Guerrilla Warfare" is a 25-minute Army film, 
produced in 1957. It was designed to give U.S. 

Army personnel a quick orientation in the subject 
and therefore cannot properly be called a training 
film. It gives briefly the origins and historical 
background of GW, its relations with the activities 
of regular military forces, and its general aims 
and methods of operating. A number of illustrations 
of GW in operation in South Vietnam, the US®, and 
other countries are shown.

comments on a paper on

is little, if any, information herein to implement a 
security plan and, unless this is only intended as a basic 
outline for detailed planning and training, it appears 
quite worthless. It describes a job to be performed but 
only assumes someone will know how to go about it." We 
feel that professional integrity requires our passing the 
critique on to Cl/PS^ but we will do so with the reminder 
that its writer was in no position to know the extent to 
which the paper was relied on for actual training details, 
or to what extent such details were needed in the particular 
situation. 
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
